LLIED gunners have broken a 
A new German attempt to pene- 
trate the tightly held Allied 
bridgehead perimeter with radio- 
controlled ‘‘ pony ” tanks.

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Rent Allowance 
For Gardai 


Under their new Pay Allowances 
Order, members of the Gardai are 
to receive a rent allowance until 
their children reach the ages of 18, 
in the case of a son, and 21 in the 
case of a ee, depending on 
where the ildren are living. 
Hitherto the allowance stopped 
when children reached 16 years. The 
Order is applicable to both married 
and widowed members of the Force. 
If his family is living in the barrack 
with him the Garda is not entitled 
to receive the allowance, but’ if he 
is maintaining a house he will re- 
ceive it.

FARM *- 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—May a humble semi-unem- 
ploved basement dweller be allowed 
to express his opinion about women 
on the farms and on the bogs? 
There must be thousands of men in 
cities and towns who would like to 
work in the country — men with 
young children, like myself , men who 
cannot get a job, or, like myself, 
trying to eke out an existence, with 
the wife out “charring.” We would 
like a man’s job on the farm or on 
the bog. Farmers are crying out for 
men, and Mr. de Valera is crying for 
more production of fuel and food- 
stuffs, but still we city workers can- 
not get a chance. If I answer an 
advertisement for farm worker, gar- 
dener, or bog worker — and these 
generally stipulate that one must be 
experienced—I get no replies when I 
say I have no experience; and yet a 
text book on farming, etc., common 
sense and direction will give 
any average man a age to 
give service, if he is willing. 
The Government’s policy of wooden 
huts for men only would seem to 
indicate that they do not believe 
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in turf as a permanent form of 
fuel. The men working on the bogs 
are -evidently: going to- be sacked 
the moment that coal can be got 
from abroad. There is no plan to 
take the unemployed and their 
families out of our - overcrowded 
cities and towns. 
for any Dublin family to get a job 
with a farmer. or on a bog, no 
advance of cost of removal to the 
country, Ignorant people on public 
Boards throughout the country have 
commented qm, the unemployed in 
the towns not working for farmers, 
who are distracted looking for men. 
It is a pity we have no ‘ Employ- 
ment Exchange” to help workers 
to find employment in the country. 
The ‘‘Unemployment Exchange” 
does nothing to solve the seeblaas. 
Miss Louie Bennett is to be thanked,
